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Friends' Cross-Country Bike Ride 

Concludes in Rochester

Colleen Oakes and Renee Buteyne were only 12 
when they met in junior high at Old Rochester Regional. 
The two girls spoke for the first time after Buteyne 
(formerly Bussenger) watched as a girl at school asked to 
borrow Oakes' lip gloss "and she intentionally jammed 
her finger in it and ruined it," said Oakes, now 29 and 
living in Aspen, Colorado. The girls looked at each 
other in disbelief, laughed it off, and bonded over the 
adolescent act of unkindness. 

Years passed since that encounter with the mean 
girl who launched the two on their journey in life as 
friends. Sometime that journey was a figurative one - two 
friends, both at UMass Amherst sharing a dorm room, 
their dreams, their plans ... More recently, though, their 
journey as friends became a literal excursion as the two 
set out together from Portland, Oregon, and made their 
way home to Tri-Town peddling 3,624 miles on their 
bicycles during a two-month, two-week-long trip across 
the country.

It was something Buteyne wanted to do since 
she was around 20, she said. And now in 2018, suddenly 
Buteyne was about to turn 30. 

"I think I realized that a decade had gone by and 
I hadn't done it," said Buteyne. I better get that done, she 
figured, "Otherwise, that dream is going to get further 
and further away. 

"Something kind of clicked," she said. 

Buteyne was never really a biker, she admits. She 
had never done any long tours or overnights or anything 
longer than a day trip. It was just one of those things 
Buteyne had always wanted to do, said Oakes, "And 
some day she was going to do it." Buteyne decided that 
time would be this year and asked Oakes to join her.

Colorado: I wasn't sure if the timing was right." But then, 
just like that, it was suddenly the right time when the 
Tesla store she worked at closed down and, suddenly, 
Oakes was a free woman. 

The two women, both facing another new decade 
of life together, chose the cross-country bike trip as their 
way to say goodbye to their twenties while pedaling into 
their thirties. After all, Oakes said, "My dad did it back in 
the 70s and he still has the stories." 

Oakes' father is Jeff Oakes of Marion, an active 
advocate for the Marion Bike Path and a member of the 
Open Space Acquisition Commission. 

The trip began on May 2, leading the two friends 
across the map, stopping along the way to visit friends 
and family in various states and checking off bucket list 
destinations along the way, like Yellowstone National 
Park, for example. 

"We would sort of hit these hubs that were 
important to us ... then try to get there by a certain time," 
said Oakes. 

But it wasn't so much the places that left the 
impression on the two women along the way; it was the 
people they met and the acts of kindness they encountered 
from strangers all over the country. 

"People are just way kinder to you than you can 
imagine," said Buteyne. "When you show up on a bike 
like that it's sort of like a red flag that you're in need of 
something ... and people want to give that so openly." 

Some people would simply leave money on the 
counter to buy the women's meals, others would offer hot 
showers or a place to sleep. Some had simply experienced 
travelling on a bike long-distance or had kids who did 
and just wanted to pay it forward, so-to-speak. 

"Real generosity from strangers, which I feel like 
is always a surprise," said Buteyne. 

People along the way made a lasting impact of 
them, said Oakes, recalling a funny outcome to a rather 
unpleasant experience. 

"One night we ended up sleeping in a tent 
behind someone's trailer in a really, really small town 
in Wyoming," Oakes recalled. "It was, hands down, 
the worst dinner we had ever had in our entire lives." 
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Uncooked meat served by angry waitresses, said Oakes 
- "And you knew that nothing was clean in there, but it 
was the only place open so we knew we had to." 

Then a nice man with no teeth offered up a spot 
for their tent for a night that Oakes said ended up being 
one of the most memorable, fun nights of the trip. 

"It's some tough living in some of these places 
out west, but they're the most generous people we met," 
Oakes said. 

Clearly, this part of the two friends' journey was 
a lifetime away from that moment a mean girl and her 
finger globbed with Oakes' new lip-gloss brought them 
together. And a trip like this one requires a companion 
with a good sense of humor and the ability to laugh it 
off, just like they did when they were 12, because the two

"You see how strong somebody is," Buteyne 
continued. "If my cup was empty she just had a little 
more to fill mine and hers." 

All she had to do was look at Buteyne and know 
what she was thinking by the end of the trip, said Oakes, 
like that time they climbed 3,000 feet in elevation in one 
day as they crossed the Continental Divide. Buteyne's 
family had sent them off with some homemade brownies 
and at one point Oakes looked to Buteyne who was 
clearly stressed and said, "Here.

"Slowly she came back to life and we were just 
laughing on a chocolate high," said Oakes. "It's just those 
little things. We can read each other and turn it around." 

The two are certain the trip has changed them 
for the better. After all, they did what they said they were 
going to do, said Buteyne, "And I just think that our 
words are strong and if you want to do something or you 
say you're going to do it, you should do it. 

"At the end of the day, that's the stuff that makes 
you, being true to your word," said Buteyne. 

For Oakes, "There was never a moment when 
either one of us didn't want to keep going. It wasn't an 
option for us. We can pretty much get through anything 
and we're a lot stronger and more capable than we 
probably thought." 

There's more than just one takeaway from this 
journey for the two women. But as Oakes summed it up, 
"There's more kind out there than there is bad, especially 
for two girls - people worried about us, the warnings, the 
cautionary tales," said Oakes. "It's a great country and 
people are really, really nice. It's actually not so bad out 
there." 

Buteyne turned 30 on July 10 during her trip. The 
two made their way across Massachusetts, down High 
Street, and onto Stevens Road on Monday, July 16, where 
family and friends greeted them with confetti, balloons, a 
homemade finish line, and lots of hugs. 

"I'm excited for them and so proud," said Lisa 
Bussenger, Buteyne's mother. "They're such good people. 
When they say they're going to do something, they do it." 

Art In Plain Sight

Just up the road in New Bedford is a treasure 
trove of visual arts: watercolors, carvings, oil paintings. 
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and photographs, primarily depicting a place and time 
when the city of New Bedford was the whaling capital of 
the world - the 19th century 

On July 11 in the 21st century at the Mattapoisett 
Free Public Library, the New Bedford Free Public Library 
curator of art, Janice Hodson, pulled back the veil of time 
and shared her library's art wonders for all to see. 

Public libraries have long been seen as a place 
for 'the people' to go and learn, share information, and 
expand their interior horizons. Hodson believes that free 
libraries can also fill a special role in communities where 
fee-based museums hold works of art. At the public 
library, viewing art is free. 

Beginning in late 1800s, when the New Bedford 
Library was subscription-based and did not have a 
permanent home, through 1910, when New Bedford's 
Free Public Library finally had a secure location, the 
directors were on a mission to give the average person, 
in addition to books to read, the opportunity to view art 
freely. 

From Hodson's viewpoint, it was the second 
director of the library, George Tripp, who had the vision 
of a New Bedford library as a place for art in need of 
recognition. Tripp's nearly four-decade tenure gave him 
plenty of time to collect important pieces and to inspire 
philanthropy through developing important relationships 
with the well-heeled of the area. 

Hodson said, in the library's recent past, there

was a 10-year period when it was unable to display many 
of the pieces in its collection. The position of curator was 
not filled. It is Hodson's joy to be filling that role and 
sharing the art collection with the people, free of charge. 

And what a collection it is. 

Between June and October, the library has on 
display John J. Audubon's groundbreaking massive 
book Birds of America. This grand work of art is the 
seminal study of wild birds that set the tone for all future 
ornithological depictions. 

The library's copy was donated in 1866 by 
whaling merchant James Arnold. The library's press 
release on the exhibit describes it as "four volumes of John 
James Audubon's first edition double elephant folio of the 
Birds of America." 

Published in 1827, the over 400 pages of 
engravings showing birds in a naturalized environment 
became a top seller - in spite of the pages being an 
astounding 39 by 26 inches, known as "elephant paper." 
Hodson said of Audubon, "He wanted to show the birds 
life size." 

Audubon's artistic styling was the first time birds 
were shown by a scientist in dynamic settings: feeding, 
nesting, flying, and fighting. 

"He generates emotions in many prints," Hodson 

said. 

As Hodson displayed Audubon's rendition of the 
Carolina parrot, the only parrot native to North America,

she smiled and told the audience, "You can hear the 
noise!" 

Before Audubon, scientific drawings of birds 
were flat - one-dimensional and academic. Audubon 
believed that to fully understand the birds, one had to 
have a narrative and that narrative could be captured 
in the image. While he included text that described the 
subjects in terms other ornithologists would appreciate, 
the engravings were something the layperson could 
understand. 

The Birds of America made Audubon rich by the 
standards of the day, Hodson confirmed. Each edition 
sold for $1,000. A princely sum indeed, and there must 
have been some princes of industry and commerce in 
New Bedford, as forty subscriptions were sold in this city 
alone. 

Throughout the New Bedford Free Public Library, 
displayed high upon its aging walls, are pieces done by 
artists who lived in and around New Bedford throughout 
the 19th and 20th centuries, many of whom were students 
or teachers at the former Swain School of Design now part 
of the University of Massachusetts at Dartmouth. Nearly 
all lived in and around New Bedford. 

Hodson's presentation in Mattapoisett included 
images of paintings by William Allen Wall's 1853 "Birth 
of Whaling," which shows a whaling boat being launched 
as well as Clifford Ashley's 1905 Sunbeam Series, which 
was used in his pieces published in Harper's Weekly. These

works showed the savagery and horror of working and 
living on a whaling ship infested with rats and roaches. 
And there is Clement Swift's "The Spar from 1879," which 
was shown in the Paris Salon and was purchased by the 
library for $750 in 1910. 

And there they were, in New Bedford on July 
12, the day after Hodson's presentation - works of art 
resting along walls where library patrons sat below 
working at computers seemingly unaware that overhead 
a masterpiece longed to be acknowledged. 

While many of the paintings have themes 
reminiscent of whaling activities and waterfront scenes, 
there are others from the Hudson River School that show 
the grandeur of mountains and rolling splendor of open 
fields. 

Especially charming is the expressionistic piece 
titled "The Dancing Lesson," a large vertical canvas 
painted in 1915 by one of only a handful of female artists 
whose works grace the library's collection, Margaret 
Serena Peirce. It is a piece that has strong, classically 
executed lines that students of the Boston School are 
known for using. Peirce was a student there and with her 
clever use of soft tones has achieved a balance between 
impressionistic brushwork and more traditional painting 
techniques. 

And then there are the arts and crafts. 

Turn the corner on the library's second floor and 
there you'll find an enormous solid piece of wood with a 
three-dimensional carving done by Leander Plummer in 
1908 titled "Bluefish." The fish is the central theme of the 
piece. Articulated to give movement to its posture, the fish 
seems as real as any swimming in Buzzards Bay today. 

During her talk, Hodson gave a brief nod to 
what she described as a "small but impressive Japanese 
collection." She said there was work still to be done on 
discovering how these pieces were acquired and from 
where. Such is the life of a curator of art.

The Water Dance of the Loon

As a birdwatcher, one sight to remember is one of 
a common loon in the backwaters of our freshwater lakes 
or ponds. And there is good news of a gradual increase 
in the New England population as reported by The Loon 
Preservation Committee of Lake Winnipesaukee, New 
Hampshire.

of adult pairs carrying chicks on their backs. It has been 
successful in creating and protecting more nesting sites 
by introducing artificial floating wooden platforms 
where needed. Their main accomplishment, however, 
is to inform and educate the public the importance of 
quiet placid water habitat to protect the nesting sites by 
keeping their distance from traditional locations of annual 
reproduction. 

The nest of a loon is never more than a few feet 
from the water because, evolving from dinosaurs with 
amphibian ancestry, their legs similarly are so far back 
in their body frames as to be unable to stand up or walk 
on land. Nesting privacy and peace of mind are essential

to successful hatching and rearing of only the usual two 


chicks, so the parents get visibly upset at any approach 
of intruders. Their defensive reaction is to rush out from 
the nest, standing up in the water frantically flapping 
their wings to splash everywhere in a frightening feathery 
warning. This gives the appearance of getting the title of 
'dancing on the water/ as in my illustration. 

This aquatic feathery display of anger is to protect 
and defend the offspring and is accompanied by an 
alarming angry high-pitched yodel of antagonism called 
a tremolo. The parent with the excited tremolo can get so 
worked up that if the intruder does not go away, the end 
result can be a seizure and death. Such heroic, martyr-like 
acts of protection are similar to the partridge and killdeer 
plover, for example, feigning a broken wing and flopping 
down before a predator to draw attention away from 
fledglings. 

The loon also has another unforgettable 
communication. It is a wail especially vibrant when heard 
by lakeside campers in the closing quiet of the day. It is to 
locate other loons along the shoreline and sounds like, " 
Where are you," as if in the mood for a little closing-day 
company. 

Henry David Thoreau at Walden Pond as one 
of the first transcendentalists said that the wail of the 
loon was one of the most unearthly sounds he had ever 
heard. And to the lake country Penacook Indians of Lake 
Winnipesaukee, so in tune nature, a frequent atmospheric 
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variation in the wavering tone could be detected as a 
weather prediction of impending rain. 

Loons also have a third call of a short guttural 
squawk when they talk quietly amongst themselves and 
their offspring. When nature talks, I hope you enjoy with 
me my inclination to stop, listen, and learn to appreciate 
the message conveyed. 

Mattapoisett's Movers and Shakers

Mattapoisett usually isn't thought of as having 
a rich history full of icons and innovators. Sure, the little 
oceanside town maintains its fair share of wealthy visitors 
and whaling artifacts, but to the uninformed outsider, 
Mattapoisett is mainly a small New England town full of 
everyday people. 

That being said, upon further investigation, 
Mattapoisett has been home to a number of influencers 
and creatives. This isn't a very well-known fact, though, 
as Mattapoisett's history of housing impactful difference- 
makers is often swept under the rug, forgotten and 
unacknowledged. The Mattapoisett Historical Society is 
trying to change this, one "mover and shaker" at a time. 

Museum Curator Jeffrey Miller has prepared a 
new exhibit being shown at the Mattapoisett Historical 
Society Museum on Church Street titled "Mattapoisett's 
Movers and Shakers," and the intent is to highlight a 
number of distinct innovators coming from all different 
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eras and accomplishing a variety of different things. 

Miller places his emphasis the most on one 
thing with the exhibit: difference makers. Miller defined 
a "mover and shaker" as "someone who achieved 
something and made a difference." 

"The scale [of what the movers and shakers 
accomplished] varies, but the fact that they all 
accomplished something and made a difference is what 
links them all," said Miller. 

Whether it be toymakers, inventors, ship captains, 
or even basket weavers, the 12 movers and shakers all 
called Mattapoisett home at some point in their lives and 
accomplished something very influential. 

The different innovators chosen are a broad 
miscellany of people, ranging from local, little-known 
figures like Gladys Sherman Ellis to more well-known 
Americans such as author and activist Huybertie Pruyn 
Hamlin. They all made a big difference in their own way, 
accomplishing both the little and the enormous along 
their life path. 

One of the more unique pairs highlighted 
in the exhibit are the Atsatt brothers. Growing up in 
Mattapoisett 10 years apart, Isaiah and John Atsatt went 
on to invent a number of various apparatuses, including 
peanut roasters, chicken feeders, and much more. They 
earned a Bronze Medal at the 15th Exhibition of the 
Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association for their 
Acme Peanut Roaster, which was manufactured at their 
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self-run Mattapoisett factory on the corner of Pearl and 
Hammond Streets. The two went on to achieve even more 
in their adult lives, as Isaiah served in the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives and John become a contractor in 
Los Angeles. 

Another neighborhood creative included in the 
exhibition is Gladys Sherman Ellis, a lifelong Mattapoisett 
resident and basketry extraordinaire. Ellis made her 
hometown famous when she pioneered the Mattapoisett 
Basket, a type of completely-homemade basket that 
takes several years to entirely finish and is made using 
scrimshaw, thin strands of raffia, and coiled southern 
pine needles. The intricate and detailed baskets take 
an amazing amount of skill, dedication, and focus to 
complete, and Ellis even taught classes where she would 
instruct people on how to make her wildly complex 
basket design. 

While Ellis and the Atsatt brothers were more 
local inventors than anything else, there were also some 
nationwide innovators — meet Charles Bryant and 
Huybertie Pruyn Hamlin. 

Bryant grew up in Rochester and eventually 
retired to Mattapoisett, but accomplished his prominence 
in his middle years out at sea. Bryant became a whaleship 
captain, visiting remote regions of the Arctic and Pacific 
Oceans. His expertise led the U.S. government to ask 
him for help when deciding whether to buy Alaska from 
Russia. One thing led to another and Bryant eventually 
became administrator for the entire Alaskan Territory 
in 1868, developing the territory's infrastructure and 
foundation. His efforts were very influential in the 
purchase and maintenance of Alaska, furthering our 
country's reach and helping America become a global 
superpower. 

Bryant's accomplishments stretched far beyond 
Mattapoisett, but Hamlin used her countrywide clout for 
the establishment and betterment of the little town she 
loved. 

After coming from a wealthy and politically 
well-to-do Albany, New York family, she married Charles 
Hamlin, assistant secretary of the U.S. Treasury. Following 
Charles' law practice being moved to Boston, the 
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couple purchased a beat-up house adjacent Ned's Point 
Lighthouse and fell in love with the oceanside town. 

Hamlin went on to become president of the 
Mattapoisett Improvement Association for over 30 years, 
accomplishing a number of important necessities in the 
town in the early 1900s. From organizing the town's 
first trash collection to maintaining the town beach to 
planting more than 400 shade trees, Hamlin kickstarted 
a lot of important town affairs. Until her death in 1964, 
Hamlin did a whole lot for Mattapoisett as a community, 
uniting its people and helping build it up to the strong, 
accomplished town that it is today.

Pickles Appears in Court

A real estate attachment to the civil action against 
Ray Pickles and his wife Diane Bondi-Pickles will remain 
for now until the judge issues his decision in the next few 
days after the preliminary injunction hearing on Tuesday, 
July 17, at the Plymouth District Court. 

The Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District's motion for real and personal property 
attachments for Pickles, Bondi-Pickles, and Moss Hollow 
Management Corporation were reduced somewhat 
from the total amount of $838,457 allegedly embezzled 
to $590,250 in real property, the combined total of the 
amounts the CMWRRDD says Pickles and Moss Hollow 
misappropriated — $308,341 and $281,909, respectively. 

Bondi-Pickles was listed as the owner and 
president of Moss Hollow. 

CMWRRDD Attorney Gregg Corbo of KP Law 
said Pickles' account with Eastern Bank (a Reach and 
Apply defendant), part of the original ex parte motion 
to freeze Pickles' and Bondi-Pickles' assets, has a zero 
balance, and Mutual Bank did not reply to the complaint. 

Attesting that they meet the elements of a 
preliminary injunction claim, Corbo asked Judge Jeffrey 
Locke to "preserve the funds until the trial," saying, 
"Once these funds are gone, the taxpayers of the district 
are forever denied." 

Attorney John Markey, in defense of Pickles and 
Bondi-Pickles, tore at the CMWRRDD's complaint and 
preliminary injunction request, saying the district has 
not provided the forensic accounting Markey requested. 
Furthermore, Markey said, he had an affidavit from 
Barden's Boat Yard, the only vendor mentioned in the 
fraud complaint by name, attesting that the $13,793 in 
fuel the district alleges Pickles paid for with district funds 
and used for his personal boat is an incorrect amount. 
According to the affidavit, Markey stated, $4,000 was

spent on fuel that was used by district-owned equipment. 

Markey told the Court that Pickles is an 84-year- 
old retiree, unable to access his pension payments and the 
district has failed to provide a basis for it. 

"He has less than $3,000 in his bank account," 
Markey said, and that's all from monthly pension 
payments. "This is not the time to be tying up someone's 
retirement account, when they're 84 ... and trying to pay 
[his bills]." 

Markey said an attachment of real property for 
the lesser amount of $590,250 was appropriate, adding, 
"They're not selling the house and moving to Aruba." 

The district hasn't met the basic elements for 
the preliminary injunction, maintains Markey, "And it's 



unfair to deny a person's ability to pay their monthly 
bills," he said. 

The judge asked Markey questions such as what 
exactly did Pickles manage as executive director, and 
was Moss Hollow still an active corporation, which it no 
longer is, as of June 2017. 

Markey defended Pickles' management of the 
district, saying, "Mr. Pickles is now 84 ... He was more on 
top of things." 

Markey also defended a third defendant, former 
health agent for the Town of Carver, Robert Tinkham, 
also a part-time employee of the district performing 
inspections of the Carver CMWRRDD facility. Markey 
said the district's complaint only alleges two things: that 
Tinkham "signed a contract with Bondi-Pickles in 2001" of 
which Tinkham has no recollection, and that Tinkham was 
double-dipping working as a health agent, while he also 
allegedly performed inspections for the district. 

"I still don't know what my client is being 
accused of," Markey said. That should be taken up by the 
Town of Carver, he added. 

"He's not a wealthy man," Markey said of 
Tinkham, adding that Tinkham is worth only about $7,200 
in liquidated assets. Furthermore, the company Tinkham 
owns, a "campground" known as 33-35 Wareham Street, 
LLC, may not be attached, as it is property owned by an 
LLC, Markey said. 

Judge Locke took the matter under advisement, 
but said, as long as both parties agree, Locke would 
stipulate the real property of Pickles and Bondi-Pickles, 
and the real property of Tinkham, 10-12 Irene Drive, if 
they are of sufficient value. 

Both parties agreed. 

The Plymouth County Retirement Board was also 
released as a Reach and Apply defendant at the board's 
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request and with agreement by the two parties. 

"Okay, go away," the judge ordered. 

The CMWRRDD filed civil charges on June 
22 against Pickles, Bondi-Pickles, the Moss Hollow 
Management Corporation, and Tinkham, accusing the 
three of having conspired to defraud and embezzle over 
$800,000 in public funds between 2012-2017. 

The district fired Pickles in January after a 
financial documents review uncovered suspicious 
transactions that might not have been kosher. Pickles 
remains the elected town clerk for the Town of Marion. 

The matter is also under investigation by the 
Inspector General for possible criminal charges. 


Rochester Completes ADA Compliance Projects 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Rochester's Facilities Director Andrew Daniel 
has accomplished what he set out to do nearly a year 
ago - to make Rochester facilities accessible to all; and 
there isn't much else left to do in order for the municipal 
buildings of Rochester to comply with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act. Aside from a couple narrow secondary 
doorways at Town Hall, Daniel told the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen on July 16, Rochester is now ADA compliant. 

Daniel last year secured two ADA grants: one 
for $75,000 for the Town Hall and one for $25,000 for the 
Council on Aging Senior Center, and with much of the 
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labor done in-house, Daniel was able to add in additional 
projects and still come in under budget. 

In addition to the automatic door openers at both 
entrances at Town Hall and the CO A, with leftover money 
Daniel was able to install one for the handicap ramp side 
door at the Plumb Library and inside the COA for the 
restrooms, as well. 

"[The restroom door openers] were the most 
beneficial," said Daniel "I see them being used every day." 

Daniel was also able to add in some ramp work at 
the library, and purchase a beach wheelchair for residents 
to borrow to make the beach accessible to all. 

All the other planned projects have been 
completed, including the new accessible restroom at 
Town Hall, now placed next to the meeting room in space 
that was underutilized for some time, the audiovisual 
room that was installed in that same space near the new 
bathroom, and the widened doorways with automatic 
openers. Furthermore, all doorknobs have been replaced 
with levers for those with dexterity challenges, and 
handicap van parking spaces were added. 

At the COA, the concrete walkway linking the 
rear exit to the parking lot is finished, and all doorways 
are now ADA compliant. 

"It came out real nice," said Daniel. "I'm very 
pleased with it." 

"You did a great job," said Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Greenwood "Woody" Hartley. "We're lucky 


you were able to do all that." He continued, "I think the 
town needs to appreciate the fact that we're closer [to total 
ADA compliance]." 

Reimbursement for all the projects should be 
delivered to the Town in about six weeks, Daniel said. 

Daniel said he's now moved on to the next 
project: the installation of the Town Meeting-approved 
generator at the Town Hall, which should be completed 
by the middle of next week. 

Daniel is also working with Town Administrator 
Suzanne Szyndlar on acquiring another grant for up 
to $100,000 for one substantial capital improvement 
project only open to Community Compact Agreement 
municipalities, of which Rochester is one, with a 
population of 7,000 or fewer. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for August 6 at 6:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Swamp Subdivision Slogs Along 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

With humid swampy air lazily wafting across the 
harbor, the Notice of Intent hearing for a proposed two- 
lot development located deep within Haskell Swamp off 
Snow Field Road continued, during which engineer David 
Davignon presented an update on technicalities associated 
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with stormwater flow, swamp water movement, and 
roadway construction practices. 

Taking into consideration Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection requests to 
minimize wetlands disruption while providing access for 
traversing the swamp to reach approximately five-acres of 
uplands, Davignon spoke for nearly 90 minutes. 

The major changes now proposed to assuage 
local and state wetlands and building questions were: 

1) the omission of a paved cul-de-sac at the end of the 
public way; 2) inclusion of a cul-de-sac in the shape of a 
pentagon located at the end of the private driveway in the 
upland parcel; and 3) a decrease of approximately 3,000 
square feet of wetland taking. 

Davignon said soil testing of both the area where 
the driveway will be constructed and where recharge 
basins will be located were completed and ready for peer 
review. 

For nearly 30 minutes Davignon read and 
clarified comments from the developer's hydrological 
consultant, Terry Williams, providing layers of technical 
abstractions in an effort to address board members' 
questions. 

Chairman Tom Tucker reminded the members 
that a peer review consultant would be hired to assist the 
board through the process. 

Regarding the board's request that the fire 
chief weigh in on whether or not the driveway layout is 
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sufficient to accommodate emergency vehicles, Davignon 
said that his client had met privately with the chief and 
presented an email presumably written by the chief to the 
client accepting the plan as submitted. 

Tucker said the board needed a formal letter 
from the chief on department letterhead versus a cut and 
pasted copy of communication between the developer 
and the fire chief. 

Tucker also said the board would need a similar 
sign-off from the police chief, too. 

There was also a great deal of discussion 
regarding the topographic flatness of the swamp area; so 
much so that actually witnessing water flow was difficult, 
Davignon said. But using GIS maps and other computer 
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programs, Williams was able to calculate the size of the 
culverts necessary to allow water movement in a north to 
south direction, given that the driveway will act as a dam. 

Planning Board member Janice Robbins 
responded to an abutter's question regarding how a 
homeowners' association covenant would benefit the 
neighbors. Her response was, "Indirectly." 

Abutter David Markowski asked how long the 
driveway construction would take and where would the 
staging area be for heavy equipment. Davignon gave 
a ballpark of anywhere from two weeks to a month, 
depending on seasonal conditions. That led to more 
discussion of exactly how disruptive that construction 
phase would be. Highway Superintendent Barry Denham 
pointed out that equipment would likely fill up the lower 
end of Snow Field Road. 

Denham asked Davignon for a construction 
proposal and some type of surety in the event that the 
contractors damage the public way. 

With still many open-ended issues to be resolved, 
Davignon asked for and received a 90-day extension 
to the Notice of Intent filing and acknowledged that he 
would likely ask for a continuation after the September 3 
deadline when the extension terminates. 

Gail Carlson of Brandt Point Village along with 
several neighbors also met with the board to discuss 
the upcoming "drop dead" date for developer Armand 
Cotelleso and lender Marc Marcus of Omega Financial to 


complete Phase 1 of the residential development. 

Carlson presented a list of additional items of 
incompletion and concern to a long list of things still to be 
done before the August 1 deadline. The new list includes 
no building permits displayed, no on-site sanity units for 
workers, construction trailer in a dilapidated condition, 
exposed pipes in pits, construction debris, and missing 
landscaping. 

Tucker asked that the Board of Selectmen be 
apprised of the status of Phase 1 as he anticipates the 
necessity of putting legal actions into motion after August 
1 if the developers fail to meet the deadline. 

In other matters, Denham asked for a letter of 
support for a grant application his department is working 
on for securing roadway improvements associated with 
the construction of Phase 2 of the Mattapoisett Bike Path. 
The grant money would be used to make improvements 
to Industrial Drive and a crossing over North Street 
from the park-n-ride to the opposite side of North Street. 
Tucker and the other board members approved the 
request. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for August 6 at 7:00 pm in the Town 
Hall conference room. 

'Accepted, But Not Subdivided../ 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals was 
almost ready to approved a Variance for Nicholas Araujo 
to allow a single-family house on an unaccepted way, 
Schoolhouse Road, but opted to continue it one last time. 

The public hearing was continued from June 28 
to allow the applicant to present enough data to convince 
the board that Araujo has legal access to his 15-acre 
property on Old Schoolhouse Road via an easement. 

On July 12, engineer Rick Charon gave the history 
of Old Schoolhouse Road dating back to 1974 when the 
ZBA granted a Variance for one property to build along 
that road, and in 1875 it issued another for another lot 
"without proper frontage," Charon stated. 

An opinion from then town counsel, Charon said. 
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demonstrated that the road existed before the current 
bylaw was adopted, and one deed referenced the road as 
a "highway." 

The packet Charon submitted supported the idea 
that Old Schoolhouse Road was indeed a legitimate road, 
albeit 'unaccepted' by the Town of Rochester and not 
maintained by the Town, as some roads still are not today 

In 1991, Charon continued, the Planning Board 
approved three additional lots on the road, saying it had 
sufficient width and grade for emergency access. 

"That decision is kind of inherent in the 
acceptance by the Planning Board," said Charon. 

Then, in 1993, Charon explained, the largest of 
those three approved lots was approved by the Planning 
Board for further subdivision into four lots for a total of 
six lots on the south side of the road. The board's decision 
back then, Charon said, stated that Old Schoolhouse Road 
was an "ancient way" providing access to the several lots 
deemed buildable because of that access. 

"It's a way, its open to the public ... it's not 
privately owned ... but it's not an accepted road," Charon 
said. The Planning Board noted in that decision that the 
Town had no obligation to maintain or provide services to 
the road. 

The fact that the Planning Board has accepted all 
of this roadway right down to the last house on the right 
hand side, to me, I think established the fact that you 
have an unaccepted street," Charon said. 

Residents on that road continued to express 
concern over potholes and an exacerbation of road 
conditions should development proceed, which was 
outside the ZBA's purview in the end, yet considered. 

"As far as I'm concerned ... I don't see anything 
moving forward from this point, in my opinion, [that 
should] prevent a residential structure on this parcel," 
said ZB A member Kirby Gilmore. "However, I don't think 
it should be subdivided anymore." 

ZB A member Richard Cutler agreed, saying he 
would approve the Variance to accept the property - 
"Accepted, but not subdivided ..." 

The board said it could add that no further 
subdividing, among other things, could be added to its 
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decision if approved. 

The only thing the board still wanted was a 
certified plan that clearly shows the frontage of the parcel, 
which was not included in its packet that night, and 
preferred town counsel weigh in on the decision as well. 

"My feeling is this is a so-called ancient way," 
Cutler said. "It's a road that's been used for a long time." 

ZBA member David Arancio supported 
continuing the hearing until the plan is presented and 
added, "Obviously it's an issue, otherwise they wouldn't 
be in here looking for a variance in the first place. ... I 
want to get this right for everybody in this room." 

"Plus, it's protection for the property owner," said 
Cutler. "You don't want any issues coming at you later 
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on." 

At that, the hearing was continued until July 26. 

In other matters, the board granted William 
Watling, Jr. of 360 Cushman Road Variance to allow a 
garage closer than 40 feet from the side setback, and a 
garage greater than 1,000 square feet in size to be used for 
storage. Conditions on the Variance prohibit the use of the 
garage for any commercial use or residential occupancy. 
The total square-footage is not to exceed 2,500 square feet, 
and the setback from the property line cannot be less than 
16 feet. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for July 26 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 
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Decas Request for Certificate of Compliance Tabled 

Rochester Conservation Commission

On July 17, engineer Brian Grady came before 
the Rochester Conservation Commission with a rather 
pedestrian request, a Certificate of Compliance on an 
amended Order of Conditions issued on April 7, 2017 for 
the construction of a tail water recovery pond. However, 
Grady's filing on behalf of his client, Decas Cranberry 
Corporation, noted several deviations from the plan on 
record. That did not sit well with several members of the 
commission. 

Grady noted the deviations were "minor" and did 
not impact the resource area. The deviations noted in the 
COC filing were the placement of a pump house some 200 
feet from the original plan, the construction of a concrete 
wall built in front of the pump house, and an 8-foot length 
of pipe installed through a canal versus a dike road. 

Commissioner Laurene Gerrior said, "There 
are issues of trust." She said that when other applicants 
request certificates of compliance that include deviations 
from the plan, they are required to give detailed 
explanations. She asked why the pump house was placed 
in a location not approved by the commission. 

Grady acknowledged changes had occurred but 
that deviations were commonplace, saying, "You can 
draw lines on paper but sometimes things change - we do 
this all the time." He reiterated that the changes made no

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impact on jurisdictional areas. 

But Chairman Mike Conway was a bit more 
forceful in his displeasure. 

"The bottom line is, I have a hard time 
approving this certificate of compliance." He read one 
of the conditions issued back in April that stipulated 
any changes would be brought to the attention of the 
commission before being executed. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon agreed with 
the commission. She said that after a number of public 
hearings, a comprehensive order of conditions was drawn 
up that included the applicant would keep to the plan. 

But she also suggested that portions of the tailwater 
project could have been completed without any type of 
filing since the work was of an agricultural nature and 
therefore exempt from permitting requirements. 

Farinon read from a list of conditions that Decas 
had successfully completed, including monthly reports, 
testing data, as build plans, continued monitoring of 
Snow's Pond, and a $20,000 peer review consultant fee. 

Farinon went on to explain that the 
commissioners might look at the applicant's request 
in light of the majority of the work being eligible for 
agricultural exemption. But of the creation of the pond, 
she pointed out, "They were digging down and selling it. 
... It became a commercial act requiring a filing." 

Grady asked the commission to tell him what 
they considered significant changes from the plan 
because, in his estimation, nothing rose to that level. 

"Whether something is significant is not your 
call," Conway said, adding that any changes needed to 
be brought before the commission to determine if another 
filing was required. 

Grady said there were several remedies the client 
could exercise to bring closure to this matter such as filing 
a new Notice of Intent, asking for an amended order of 
conditions, or asking for an agricultural exemption. 

In the end, the commission tabled the matter 
pending a letter from the client explaining why the 
changes were made. 

Farinon also asked Grady to instruct his clients 
to be aware that changes to orders of conditions needed 
preapproval of the commission. 

Also coming before the commission was a request 
for tree removal on property located at 1117 Walnut 
Plain Road owned by Three Big Dogs Trust. Trees had 
suffered damage during winter storms and poised a 
safety concern. Removal of nine trees was approved via a 
negative determination for the Request for Determination 
of Applicability filing. 

An after-the-fact Notice of Intent filing submitted 
by Chance Avery and Taylor Jesse received approval, with 
Farinon stating that conditions included the foundation of 
a shed would remain in place to prevent further damage 
to the 100-foot buffer zone. 

Continued until August 7 as requested by the 
applicant was an Abbreviated Notice of Resource Area 
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Delineation filed by Pedro Rodriguez for property located 
at 0 Walnut Plain Road. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for August 7 at 7:00 pm in the 
town hall meeting room.

inspector's zoning enforcement denial overturned. 

The meeting started out seeming expedient as 
the ZBA moved down the list of points to address as 
explained in a memorandum from Town Counsel Barbara 
Carboni - yes, Christian Lor anger's multi-family use of 
the property is lawfully non-conforming; and yes, the 
condominium development could be built under the 
bylaw which, at the time, allowed for reconstruction after 
demolition regardless of whether it was demolished via 
natural disaster, catastrophe, or by choice. 

But when it came to interpreting the language of 
the bylaw pertaining to area and volume, and whether the 
razed house ever had a rear basement that would validate 
Loranger's use of said basement as usable volume, the 
discussion was a broken record that kept spinning and 
skipping over the same scratches forming a bad loop that 
played on until nearly 11:00 pm. 

Some residents, including the appellant himself, 
Douglas, left well before the meeting was even over as the 
tune grew tiresome. 

One repeated verse of that tune was Section 
230-6.1 of the bylaw, which says a reconstructed non- 
conforming house can only be rebuilt "to an extent only 
as great in volume or area as the original nonconforming 
structure unless a larger volume or area or different footprint 
is authorized by special permit. " The question stemming 
from Loranger's argument emphasizing the "or" between 
"volume" and "area" and whether it means one must 
abide by both volume and area or either one of them. 

ZBA members were clearly frustrated as they 
pondered the meaning of "or," until they decided to skip 
over it to address the other skip in the record - is the new 
structure within the same footprint as the original house? 

The board referred back to Carboni's memo on 
occasion when talks were at their bleakest: "[The board 
should] use its best judgment and common sense of it," 
was the refrain as ZBA member Kate Mahoney's read the 
memo. "You are the fact finder. ... Common sense and 
local precedent should guide interpretation." 

Eventually the board was unanimous, agreeing 
that the footprint was the same, more or less, give and 
take an external staircase or two. 
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"I can forego that," said ZBA member Betsy 

Dunn. 

The minutia was thick and convoluted as ZBA 
members with opposing viewpoints argued over "or" 
again, and whether Loranger simply had to keep with 
either the prior house's area or volume, or both area and 
volume. 

"It's one or the other to me," said ZBA member 
Michelle Smith via telephone remotely from Hawaii. "Up 
to the same area or up to the same volume as the original 
structure." 

But wait, what is volume and area, again? 
Mahoney was getting confused. 

"Volume is cubic; area is footprint," said ZBA 
member Tad Wollenhaupt. 

The discussion took a dubious turn when the 
board began questioning which of the several - and very 
different - volume calculations by different surveyors 
to go by, fixating more on calculating volume than the 
actual task at hand: can Loranger stay within the prior 
structure's area and go bigger in his volume, or must he 
stay within the prior house's volume and area? 

Here, at the two-hour point, the board referred 
again to Carboni's memo and then reverted back to the 
discussion of which surveyor calculations to use. 

"In my world, we take the medium - or the 
average," said ZBA Chairman Marc LeBlanc. 

Mahoney had a hard time believing Loranger's 
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surveyor, purveyor of three different sets of calculations 
for the original house, each of them larger in scale. 

"There was a motive for them to perhaps ... 
increase the numbers," said Mahoney. 

"That's a strong statement," LeBlanc said. 

"That's a very strong statement," Loranger said 
from the audience, eliciting shushes from the board with 
the public comment period over. 

As talk went on, the viewing public became 
increasingly visibly frustrated, and even Douglas was 
cautioned that he would be removed for expressing his 
own perplexity in a reflexive remark. The board was all 
on edge as well and paused for some comic relief to laugh 
amongst themselves about texts LeBlanc said his sister 
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was sending him that moment. The public sat and waited. 

Still engrossed with which calculations to believe, 
Wollenhaupt eventually remarked on how he doesn't feel 
there is enough information to determine a bylaw-abiding 
volume, since the old building is now long gone. 

The meeting dragged on, and even Loranger 
himself during a "weak moment," as he put it ironically, 
pondered aloud if tearing down the building would be 
less painful than that meeting. 

Then the board turned to Building Commissioner 
Scott Shippey and asked him the magic question: when 
you interpret the bylaw while issuing a permit, does "or" 
mean either or both ? 

"It's 'or/ said Shippey. "It's either or. It says it 
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plain as day. The word 'or' is clear." 

And then immediately the board went back to 
which calculations to use. Dunn advocated for the first set 
of calculations, which Douglas' and Loranger's surveyors 
both said were inaccurate, "Because that's what it was 
built to," said Dunn. 

Then, again, it was back to "or," courtesy of 
Mahoney this time, asking if the board accepts a literal 
interpretation of "or" or if they see it as meaning "both." 

The vote was 4-1, Dunn dissenting, but this 
vote and the prior votes that night were simply used 
as scaffolding to support a final vote to either uphold 
or overturn Shippey's denial of Douglas' zoning 
enforcement request, which would need a supermajority 
vote of 4-1 to overturn in Douglas' favor. 

"No matter what happens," LeBlanc said, "if we 
don't agree, it fails." 

The discussion went around again a couple more 
times until - suddenly - another vote: does the project 
comply with the bylaw (same footprint, not greater in 
volume "or" area ...)? Yes, 3-2, with Dunn and Mahoney 
opposed, which contradicted Mahoney's prior vote 
deeming Loranger's structure was within the original 
footprint, and her vote to accept "or" as meaning 'either.' 

Still with us? 

A 3-2 vote to uphold Shippey's decision ensued. 
Loranger left with a "thank you," and Douglas was 
already home by then. 

In a follow-up email to The Wanderer , Douglas 
wrote, "A number of uninvolved observers present at the 
ZBA meeting remarked on the apparently obvious bias of 
the [three] ZBA members who are real estate brokers or 
developers. I can't comment on that other than to say that 
I am 100% certain that a judicial decision on appeal will 
result in a complete reversal of those [three] members' 
votes." 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for July 26 at 7:30 pm at the Marion

ConCom Signs on to Conservation Restriction 

Marion Conservation Commission

It has taken about nine years to get there, but a 
conservation restriction is finally nearing execution for 
property at 185 Wareham Road known as "the Habitat 
lot" the town purchased with the help of Community 
Preservation Act (CPA) money in 2009. 

Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission 
(MOSAC) Chairman John Rockwell approached the 
Conservation Commission on July 11 requesting 
members' signatures endorsing the conservation 
restriction (CR), a requirement when purchasing 
conservation land with CPA funding. 
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Another portion of that land was used for a 
residence built by Habitat for Humanity and completed in 
2016. 

Rockwell said it took the Town time to work out 
aspects in preparation for the CR, like utility easements 
for water and sewer, and just finding an entity to hold the 
CR was a chore, as some non-profits charge fees to hold a 
CR, which Rockwell said would be an "extra burden" for 
the Town. 

The Sippican Lands Trust (SLT) has agreed to 
hold the CR at no cost, Rockwell reported, and at this 
point MOSAC, the SLT, and the Massachusetts Division 
of Conservation Services (DCS) will negotiate the terms of 
the CR. 

Rockwell brought up a baseline survey report that 
documents the topography and features of the 50+-acre 
property, which will be filed with the state as part of the 
CR process. 

"What attracted us to [this property] was the fact 
that it connected the far eastern end of our Washburn Park 
conservation land with Route 6," Rockwell said. Now a 
trail can be established to connect Route 6 with Washburn 
Park. 

The commission supported the CR and planned 
to add their signatures the following day before a notary 
public. 

"It's a great adoption of open space because 
it... connects Washburn Park with a large piece of 
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conservation land here," said Conservation Commission 
member Shaun Walsh. 

The Board of Selectmen will also need to sign the 
CR before moving forward. 

Also during the meeting, the commission 
continued the public hearing for the Notice of Intent 
filed by Henry Dejesus for the restoration of an area at 78 
Wareham Road that was cleared of vegetation inside the 
buffer zone of a salt marsh, riverfront, and coastal bank. 

Wetlands consultant Brandon Faneuf explained 
the scope of the unauthorized clearing of vegetation on 
a portion of the 58-acre area, which is in the process of 
being subdivided, with one portion unrelated to the NOI 
slated for a possible solar array field. 

The commission issued an Enforcement Order 
on March 28 for the unpermitted work being done, and 
Faneuf testified that none of the work took place in the 
actual vegetative wetlands, only the buffer zone, and 
that no fill or grading had taken place. Some trees and 
branches and brush were cleared that will now need to be 
replaced to replicate what was destroyed. 

Faneuf listed the species of vegetation to be 
replanted: oak, white pine, holly, and under story plants 
like grape laurel and sweet pepper bush - "All native 
species," Faneuf said. 

"So I'll listen to hear how angry you are and 
then I'll try to go into the restoration protocol if you're 
interested," said Faneuf. 

The affected area is not an endangered species 
habitat, Faneuf confirmed, and replanting will begin once 
the project is approved, but not starting any time after 
mid-October. Planting later in the season is a gamble, 
Faneuf said, given that one never knows how harsh the 
winter will be. 

"If we do have a bad winter ... what's plan B?" 
asked commission member Cynthia Callow. 

"Plan B is that — you know, the wallet," said 
Faneuf. "We'll buy more and replace it." 

The hearing was continued until the next 
meeting. 

Also on the agenda, the commission continued 
the Notice of Intent hearing for Derek Maksy, the potential 
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Dr. Besancon, a board-certified small animal surgeon, with over 20 years of experience 
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buyer of 7 Bournehurst Road. The commission was 
unable to access the area with the wetlands flags because 
of thick vegetation. Walsh described it as a "jungle/' and 
asked if Maksy could ask the sellers of the property if a 
crude path could be cut to allow the commission access 
for a site visit. Maksy's plan is to demolish the existing 
house and rebuild it along with an in-ground pool. Title 
5 septic system, circular driveway, a 12-foot wide cart 
path to access a "picnic area," and to clear an area for a 
topographic study for access to a possible future pier. 

Then, for technical reasons, the public hearing for 
the NOI for Denise and Thomas Beaudoin of 166 Allen's 
Point Road was continued until the next meeting. The 
plan is to replace the front and rear entry porches, remove 


and replace the in-ground pool, and correct yard flooding 
with fill and grading. 

The commission gave a Negative 3 determination 
for the Request for Determination of Applicability (no 
NOI required) for Laura Grauer, 23 Front Street, to 
repair the back patio stone walls, install new stone paver 
pathways and new field stone walks, and move the 
utilities from the street to the house. 

Marie and David Crimmins, 10 Nokomis Road, 
received a Negative 1 determination (work area not 
subject to the Wetlands Protection Act) for their RDA to 
extend their rear deck another five feet.

Commission is scheduled for July 25 at 7:00 pm at the

SHS Receives Paintings from Taber 

Tabor Academy 
recently transferred 35 
extremely significant oil 
paintings by American 
painter Cecil Clark Davis 
(1877-1955) to the Sippican 
Historical Society on 
permanent loan. 

Davis was born in 
Chicago in 1877. She was 
primarily self-taught and 
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started painting at age 16. She was greatly influenced by 
her friend John Singer Sargent. Her family summered 
in Marion during her childhood, eventually building a 
house on Water Street. Davis continued this tradition 
into adulthood and was active in artistic and intellectual 
circles during the town's heyday as a summer colony, 
also enjoying tennis and golf at the Tennis Club and 
the Kittansett Club. She was married in St. Gabriel's 
Episcopal Church to Richard Harding Davis, the famous 
author and war correspondent, and was a year-round 
resident for many years before her death in 1955. She is 
buried in her family's plot in Old Landing Cemetery. 

Davis accompanied her husband on many 
exciting war assignments, such as the Boer War in South 
Africa. She was introduced to and painted many famous 
people such as Charles Lindberg; Captain Lord Charles 
Carnegie; Polar explorer Roland Amundsen; Mr. Larsen 
Danish, a tennis champion; Admiral William Sowden 
Sims (his account of "The Victory at Sea" won a Pulitzer 
prize); the bee hunter Schuyler Smith, who was Cecil's 
tennis partner; Miss Prescott Bigelow; Contessa Maud 
Provanna from Rio de Janiero; and numerous others. 

According to Tabor Academy archivist Sophie 
Arnfield, "During Davis' lifetime, she loaned a collection 
of her paintings for display in Lillard Hall for the 
edification of the students. In her will, she left the 
paintings and contents of her studio to Tabor, including 
many paintings of Marion residents. While a small 
selection of paintings continued to hang at Tabor until this 
year, many have remained in storage." 

In acknowledgment of the strong connection 
between Cecil Clark Davis and the Town of Marion, a 
permanent loan of the Tabor paintings has been arranged 
between Tabor Academy and the Sippican Historical 
Society, where there is also a significant Davis collection. 
Through this agreement, these two local collections of 
Davis's work are now joined, allowing wider access to 
the artworks for town residents and the general public 
through the Historical Society's exhibition program. The 
Golden Age Room at the Historical Society is already 
dedicated to the display of many of Davis's paintings and 
the new acquisitions may be periodically rotated in and

I'm confused about rabies vaccines for my dog and 
cat. I hear about 1,2 and 3 year vaccines. Whats the 
deal? 

Talk to your vet about the the specifics of their wellness 
programs , but the Massachusetts law requires that dogs 
and cats be vaccinated for rabies by 6 months of age. A 
booster shot should follow in 9 to 12 months. The second 
shot is good for three years assuming that the vaccine is 
licensed for 3 years. If the second shot is even a day late 
over the 12 month period the vaccine is automatically only 
legal for 1 year. So don't delay after getting a reminder card 
saying your pet is overdue for shots. 

The same law applies to cats but some people prefer 1 year 
rabies shot in cats as a 3 year vaccines contain a substance 
that can cause cancer at the vaccination site in a very 
small percentage of cats. Again , talk to your vet about your 
preferences.

Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns 
in the United States, and the Sippican Historical Society 
maintains an extensive collection of documentation on 
its historic buildings. The Sippican Historical Society 
will preview one building a week so that the residents of 
Marion can understand more about its unique historical 
architecture. 

This installment features 296 Front Street. Built in 
1797, 296 Front Street is a late Georgian- and Federal-style 
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house built for Ward Parker Delano, the leading merchant 
in Old Landing during the first half of the 19th century. 

His store was located directly across the street on the site 
of what is now Burr's Boat Yard. For many years, the 
Pythagorean Lodge was housed above his general store. 
During the late 19th century, his store was operated by 
Charles Henry Delano, who supplied the neighborhood 
with necessities and had the mail delivered there once a 
day from the lower village. In 1879, Ann Delano owned 
this house, while the W.P Delano estate owned it by 1903.

Isle of Dogs. With the voices of Bryan Cranston and 
Koyu Rankin. Directed by Wes Anderson. Running 
time: 101 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Available 
this week on physical and streaming media. 

Wes Anderson's stop-motion fantasy Isle of 
Dogs supposedly unfolds in a futuristic Japan, but 
it really takes place in one of the many neat boxes 
in Anderson's head. And yet Anderson's characters 
always yearn to escape their boxes. In Isle of Dogs, the 
mayor of the fictitious Megasaki City commands that 
all dogs, supposedly infected with a species-jumping 
flu, be shipped off to Trash Island and mostly left 
to fend for themselves. The story begins when the 
mayor's 12-year-old ward. Atari Kobayashi (Koyu 
Rankin), flies a rickety plane over to the island to 
find and rescue his "bodyguard dog" Spots (Liev 
Schreiber). Atari encounters a pack of dogs who agree, 
mostly, to help him find Spots. 

Like Anderson's maiden voyage in stop- 
motion, 2009's Fantastic Mr. Fox , Isle of Dogs owes 
itself to a great many craftspeople besides Anderson, 
chief among them animation director Mark Waring, 
who worked on Fantastic Mr. Fox and a couple of 
Tim Burton's stop-mo projects. Anderson also shares 
this story's credit with frequent collaborators Roman 
Coppola and Jason Schwartzman as well as Kunichi 
Nomura (voice of the dog-hating mayor). Yet the 
movie always feels utterly Anderson. Some read his 
style as rigid or controlling, which it can be, but again, 
thematically the films are most often about breaking 
out of the confines of one's situation, family, location; 
essentially, Anderson's characters rebel against him. 

At this point, when Anderson does stop- 
motion, it's the purest expression of what he strives to 
do in live-action, screamingly symmetrical, not a hair 
out of place, etc. In stop-motion, even the hair out of 
place is out of place for an aesthetic reason; the use of 
real fur in stop-motion is usually a no-no because it 
won't stay reliably still and the eye can catch it moving 
from frame to frame, but Anderson loves that effect, 
so the characters are covered in fur. Thus: chaos inside 
obsessive order. When the dogs in Isle of Dogs get in 



scraps, they kick up cartoonish dust clouds rendered 
in cotton. Steam coming out of the nostrils of an angry 
man looks like string. Using such a clunky, analog 
style calls attention to the creative workarounds and 
inventions, but here it also seems like a sly wink at the 
tech-obsessed entertainment of Japan. 

Anderson corrals the usual large cast, though 
among the dogs, only Bryan Cranston's battle-weary 
stray Chief and Jeff Goldblum's gossip-loving Duke 
are especially individualized. Nobody in the film really 
pulls ahead to grab the golden ring as the dominant 
hero — it seems a team effort, with the American 
foreign exchange student voiced by Greta Gerwig 
only one of several components in the campaign to 
free and restore the dogs. (As for charges of cultural 
appropriation leveled against the movie. I'm partial to 
Moeko Fujii's New Yorker defense enumerating various 
details in the writing or sight gags comprehensible and 
enjoyable only to Japanese viewers.) The film is also, 
by virtue of existing in Anderson's astringent, deadpan 
reality, the rare dog movie without a drop of maudlin 
dead-dog bathos. Our young hero buries what he 
thinks is his beloved dog and moves on. 

Isle of Dogs started filming a month before the 
2016 election (and was in pre-production long before 
that), so its echoes of the world in which we now 
find ourselves — a harmless, loyal population being 
expelled from a country while politicians lie about 
them — are coincidental. And Anderson is never much 
concerned with current affairs. But in his world, two 
packs of starving dogs at least stop to wonder whether 
a package of rancid food is worth fighting over, and 
when the mayor makes a gruff anti-dog statement, he 
at least gives the floor to a rebuttal. I wouldn't mind 
living in a Wes Anderson film: The people there, even 
the dogs, seem more rational and polite than what 
we've got here. Perhaps that means all of Anderson's 
films, even the ones without talking animals, qualify as 
fantasies.
